Unfortunately,  many  of  the  things 
we  do  ewery  day  create  pollutants 
(millions  of  tiny  specks  of  dirt)  that 
are  released  into  oar  air  (this  is 
known  as  air  pollution). 


Certain  kinds  of  power  plants  that  make 
the  electricity  (energy)  we  use  create  a 
lot  of  air  pollution.  Cars,  trucks  and  buses 
they're  also  create  a  lot  of  air  pollution 
when  turned  on-even  when  they're  idling 
(which  means  they're  turned  on,  but 
not  moving). 


The  Ministry  of  the  Environment  measures 
the  levels  of  pollutants  in  Ontario's  air 
several  times  each  day.  When  the  level  of 
any  one  of  these  pollutants  becomes 
particularly  high,  the  ministry  will  issue 
a  Smog  Advisory.
